Easy Money Game 
Legalization of bingo by referendum in New 
York state in last Tuesday ’s election opened 
a Pandora’s box of trouble that will keep 
every law enforcement officer and politician 
busy until it can be closed again. 
The proposition carried for the obvious rea­ 
son that bingo provides easy money for so 
many New York organizations, particularly 
in New York City , that they would not know 
how to raise eq uivalent amounts the hard 
way .

Complications will start in New York when 
the procedure for legal bingo goes into ef­ 
fect — a maze of licensing and local option 
voting to determine whether or not 62 cities 
and about 1,500 towns and villages will go 
along with the state amendment. 
Only religious, fraternal and patriotic or­ 
ganizations may apply for licenses, on the 
assumption they will turn over their bingo 
Income to worthy purpose.*?.

The long - anticipated b a t t l e 
with the commercially sponsored 
variety of TV, now available over 
the “free” channels, will then oe 
joined at last on a major scale. 
And the 5.600.000 people of this 
third largest American city will 
record the verdict with their pat­ 
ronage.

Have you ever thought of low­ 
ering the ceiling in your home? 
A reader from Winona. M i n n 
wants to do it. Take our word—it s 
no do-it-yourself project under the 
conditions the lady from Minne­ 
sota imposes. 
Mrs. L. M writes: “ I have a 
house that has a ICH-foot ceil­ 
ing. I would like to lower the ceil­ 
ing to the picture molding, which 
is IS inches lower than the ceiling. 
But the window casings are wily 
IO inches below the ceiling. 
“ How can I lower this ceiling 
and still take care of the windows, 
without putting in all new windows, 
all down stairs, which would be 
very expensive if I had to change 
all of them. Thanking you for any 
information you can give me." 
The simple solution to this prob­ 
lem, of course, would be to com­ 
promise by not bringing the ceil­ 
ing down to the level of the pic­ 
ture molding — but to hold it high 
enough to clear the top of 
the 
window 


IN SUCH A case, the 
owner 
would have a choice of the type of 
ceiling to use because it would be 
a plain, flat surface The new ceil­ 
ing could be plaster, dry 
wall. 
wood, or could be finished in any 
one of the many wall board or 
acoustical tile finishes. 
The reader, however, presumab­ 
ly has good reasons for wanting 
the ceiling lowered to the level of 
the picture molding 
In seeking a practical solution. 
we enlisted the technical advice 
of a top architect His first reac 
tion was to suggest the simple solu­ 
tion. 
“ But. wait a minute.” 
added 
Architect Herman H. York “You 
know, this is a very interesting 
problem. Let s put our heads to 
gether and see what we can come 
up with ” 
The result is an ingenious meth­ 
od for lowering the ceiling, keep­ 
ing the windows — and supplying. 
as well. a dramatic effect to the 
interior. 
The essence of York’s idea is 
to create a “light trough” across 
the entire wall in which the win­ 
dows are located In this way. the 
ceiling is brought down only to 
the top of the windows at the point 
where the ceiling joins the side 
wall; yet b e y o n d the “light 
trough.” the ceiling will be low­

KEEP OUT COLD 


The table which is impossible 
to opec without tremendous ef­ 
fort is about as frustrating as 
the bureau with sticking draw­ 
ers. 
It seems that whenever t b e 
dining room table is to be ex­ 
tended to receive one or t w o 
or more l e a v e s , it is when 
some kind of a party is impend­ 
ing and there is little time to 
waste. The affair usually ends 
up with half of the family at 
one end of the table and the 
other half at the opposite end, 
all puling and tugging to open 
a table which has been design­ 
ed to and should slide open with 
ease. 
The cure for this annoyance is 
simplicity i t s e l f and it costs 
about IO cents The remedy will 
last for about IO years. 
In order to have a table which 
can be extended to great length 
and yet be sturdy, there must be 
heavy, solid, free - sliding but 
closely fitted pieces under t h e 
table top. 
lf you look under your own 
table, you probably will s e e 
these p i e c e s nested together 
closely as shown by the first of 
the small sketches. If the table 
is pulled part to insert a leaf. 


the pieces will be staggered ss 
shown by the second sketch It is 
quite easy to understand this ele­ 
mentary wooden mechanism 
In order to assure easy open­ 
ing and dosing at any tune, the 
table should be drawn out to full 
length, and while in this posi­ 
tion. the sides o( the sliding piec­ 
es should be coated with ordin­ 
ary vaseline 
There is nothing quite as good 
as vaseline for this job, as it is 
clear, non * drying or hardening.

THANKSGIVING DAY. 1957 
By the President of The 
United States of America 
A PROCLAMATION 
At the autumnal season of the 
year our hearts move us to follow 
the wise and reverent custom, in­ 
augurated by our Pilgrim fathers 
more than three centuries ago. of 
setting aside one special day for 
expressions of gratitude to a mer­ 


ciful providence for the blessings 
bestowed upon us. 
It behooves us to dwell upon 
the deep religious convictions of 
those who formed our nation out 
of a wilderness, and to recall that 
our leaders throughout the sue 
ceeding generations have relied 
upon Almighty God for vision and 
strength of purpose 
As a nation we have prospered: 
we are enjoying the fruit ai our 
Land and the product of our toil; 
we are making progress in our 
efforts to translate our national 
ideals into living realities; and we 
are at peace with the world, work- 


ng toward that day when t h e 
benefits at freedom and justice 
shall be secured for all mankind 
For such blessings let us be de­ 
voutly thankful, and at the same 
time let us be sensitive and re­ 
sponsive to the obligations which 
such great mercies entail 
Now therefore. I. Dwight D Ei­ 
senhower, President of the United 
States of America, having in mind 
the joint resolution of Congress 
approved 
December 26. 
1 9 4 1, 
which designates the fourth Thurs­ 
day in November of each year as 
Thanksgiving Day. do hereby call 
upon our people to observe Thurs­ 


day. November 26. WST. as a day 
of national thanksgiving On that 
day ie( all of us. in accordance 
with our hallowed custom, fore­ 
gather in our respective places of 
worship or in our homes and of­ 
fer up prayers of thanks for our 
manifold blessings Let the hap­ 
piness which stems from family 
reunions on Thanksgiving Day be 
tempered with compassion and in­ 
spired by an active concern for 
those less fortunate in our own 
country and in other lands: and 
let us ask God’s continuing help 
and guidance in our conduct, both 
as individuals and as a nation
